sviN A FAR-OFF time of wonder, a mes- 

"3 sage came to a little village of simple, 
Wa v24 kindly folk. It was posted in the 
38 market square one morning as they 
went about their affairs, and none knew whence 
it had come. It said that far across the great 
wood that surrounded them there was a neigh- 
bor in sore need, and it asked them if they 
would bring goods from their abundant store 
to meet the needs of this neighbor and her chil- 
dren, who had lost all in a disaster. The mes- 
sage ended in a strange way: “As you come 
back through the woods, you will meet the 
giver of gifts.” 

This ending roused their wonder. Who was 
the giver of gifts, and what would He do for 
one? If he gave gifts, did he give to a person 
the thing for which he had been wishing, or the 
thing that he thought that person should have? 

One and all resolved to carry an offering to 
the unfortunate woman and her children. Ev- 
ery one wanted to know about this mysterious 
giver. To be sure, most of them would have 
carried supplies, anyway. I have said that they 
were kindly folk. They were prosperous also. 
Some had more than others, but every one had 
something that he could give. So that morning 
there was a great overhauling of larders and 
linen closets, and by noon a procession of vil- 
lagers started out with baskets filled with things 
for the needy woman and her children. 

They found the house without difficulty. It 
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was on the road that led straight through the 
woods. But though they peered about them 
sharply they saw no sign of any one in the 
woods. They reached the woman, assuring her 
that she need have no fear, for they would be- 
friend her until her affairs prospered. She had 
lost everything in a fire, and now it was spring- 
time, and she would have to wait until crops 
grew before she would have her own food to eat 
and flax to spin. 

Having ministered to their neighbor, the 
villagers started back. At the turn of the road 
stood a shining Presence. They shrank back 
in awe before it. But a voice that was all gen- 
tleness bade them draw nigh and receive their 
gifts. And as they passed before the shining 
Presence each one received gifts in such pro- 
portion as could be held in the basket which had 
carried his own gifts to the woman. Those who 
had carried large baskets of food received large 
baskets of gifts of the most precious things that 
they could desire. Those who had had a selfish 
thought, and had used small baskets for giving, 
had also small baskets for receiving. 

“With what measure ye mete, it shall be 
measured unto you,” said the Teacher come 
from God. And again, “Give, and it shall be 
given unto you; good measure, pressed down, 
shaken together, running over.” 

How large is your basket when in your path 
you meet the Giver of “every good gift and ev- 
ery perfect gift’? It is exactly as large as you 
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have made it for the carrying of your own bene- 
factions. : 

“Why do I not receive more?” seems to be 
the universal, but oft unconscious, cry of hu- 
manity. This does not mean that men are gen- 
erally grasping, but only that they usually feel 
a lack. There is something that they need. 
They seek it, and some seem always unsatisfied. 
“Where is the thing that would complete my 
life? Why do I not receive it in its wholeness? 
Whither shall I turn to find it?” 

For even the most unhappy and dissatisfied 
of men seem to know that somewhere there is 
the more abundant life, the life capable of sat- 
isfying hungry desires. It is not always money 
that men are asking when they cry out to the 
heavens for more. They ask health, talents, op- 
portunities, friends, happiness, wisdom, fame, 
as well as more material things, but they ask 
for any or all of these things for just one rea- 
son: to make life complete and satisfying. 
Their desires are good; their prayers are sin- 
cere; why do they not receive the fullness of 
good? 

For an answer to these questions, we come 
back again to our little parable. It is solely a 
matter of capacity. Daily, momently, we are 
brushing garments with the Giver, and His 
store of blessings is exhaustless. But so many 
of us do not have anything in which to carry 
away the blessing. How can a great gift be 
poured into a narrow, selfish, contracted heart? 
No matter how willing the Giver, how boun- 
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teously He stretches out His hands, we must 
make room for the gift that we would receive. 
So we must enlarge our capacity for receiving. 
Let us start the stream of blessings flowing out. 
We can never keep a vacuum in our lives. In 
some way we always find good measure re- 
turned to us, pressed down, and running over, 
each time we give to others. 

“But,” says some timid soul, unused to ad- 
venturing, “I have nothing to give. I am so 
poor.” 

Why is it that we are so inclined to measure 
gifts in terms of money? The very best gifts 
of life have no value in money. Who ever puta 
price on mother’s love, on loyal friendship, on a 
prayer for a blessing to another, on the sun- | 
shine, the bird song, the sweep of the sea, an 
orchard in Maytime, a forest veiled in winter 
white? What is the money value for a sense of 
God, for the abiding presence of the Holy Spirit 
within us? 

Are you poor? If you are, it is because you 
allow yourself to be. You may lack money, but 
you need never be poor. And when you get the 
sense of true riches you will not long lack ma- 
terial things. “Your heavenly Father knoweth 
that ye have need of all these things,” said Je 
sus. What reassurance we ought to find in this. 
Our Father is not so occupied with great things 
that He fails to notice when His children be | 
come hungry or cold. He clothes the lily in| 
beauty. He spreads the table for the birds. 
Shall He not much more care for our needs? f 
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“O ye of little faith’! You are not poor. 
You have an abundance from which to give. 
You can give love and loyalty and blessing and 
service. You can add your courage and honor 
to the world consciousness. You can create 
beauty, and forward brotherhood. If you give 
all these infinitely precious, intangible things 
there is no likelihood that you will grudgingly 
hold on to your money when prosperity’s tide 
will come toward you. Give, give greatly of 
whatever you have. If your store is small, give 
from the little that you have. It will not remain 
small for long. And so, giving and blessing, 
you will meet the Giver, and will carry back 
your good in full measure, “pressed down” and 
“running over.”

CONSCIOUS OF NO LIMITATIONS 


Pe | ; OW WOULD you like to live in a world 
et in which there were no limitations 
*G5 a fl placed upon you—no beliefs that any 
person or thing could limit or restrict 
you? Can you imagine a more heavenly situa- 
tion than that which would obtain if you were 
free from personal consciousness—from the 
belief that persons could take your joy from 
you—and liberated from the thought that 
things of the outer world could distress you? 

Have you ever considered why the world is 
so emphatically denounced by religious leaders 
and spiritual teachers? Because the belief that 
external things have power causes the average 
individual to lose sight of the power of Spirit 
within him. The race thought that persons and 
things and outer situations can rob the individ- 
ual of his peace, health, justice, and success is 
responsible for a large percentage of the in- 
dividual’s unhappiness, physical weakness, or 
financial failure. 

We think of heaven as a state in which God 
and the manifestation of His love and goodness 
are all that exist, a state in which the individual 
would cease to be conscious of evil, disease, and 
adversity. In such a heaven the individual 
would cease to think of evil and limitations, 
because he would have found that in heaven 
these have no reality. being, or presence. 

If in heaven, in God, in absolute Truth, in 
Spirit there are no limitations upon man, then 
in reality there are none, there never have been 
“ny, and there never shall be any. If in the 
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sight of God man is without limitations, then 
man, conscious of beholding himself as God sees 
him—without fault or restrictions,—is for all 
time, through all ages, without limitation. 

The facts of human experience do not com- 
prise the absolute truth and science of man’s 
being. Man may think of himself as bound to a 
world of limitation, he may go about shackled 
and fettered by such human beliefs as will bring 
about a sense of unhappiness, disease, and fail- 
ure, but the truth of God—the truth about him- 
self!—is still Truth. 

In human experience man is continually busy 
discarding apparent fact for truth. He is com- 
pelled to give up the belief that he is earth- 
bound for the truth that he can fly. He must 
yield the age-old thought that he cannot hear 
at a distance for the recently revealed truth that 
there is neither distance, nor delay, nor separa- 
tion in Spirit, nor impossibilities. (Recently 
a new radio was installed for the writer during 
his absence from home. When he returned to 
his apartment in Kansas City and turned on the 
instrument, the first sound that issued from the 
radio was music from the Church of the Made- 
leine in Paris!) 

Material science is doing a great missionary 
work in converting spiritual aspirants to the 
truth of Spirit. Scientific discoveries and in- 
ventions such as the airplane and radio have 
compelled us to see man’s supremacy over mat- 
ter and the things of earth. Noah traveled by 
ark because he was in the ark consciousness. 
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He was more conscious of the limitations of the 
ark than he was conscious of the supremacy of 
an airplane over the ark. He, too, would have 
traveled by airplane if he had been airplane- 
minded. 

You, too, who think of external conditions 
and material affairs as having power to limit 
you or bind you to them are just as unprogres- 
sive as if you were traveling today by ark. You 
are material-minded to the extent that vou 
think of matter as binding you to itself. You 
believe in the power of the external world to the 
extent that you allow it to convert you to itself 
and to deprive you of the power of Spirit. 

If you do not believe in the power of mind 
—ideas—over matter, the power of Spirit over 
the world, then you might as well deny that 
radio, which is a manifestation of an idea for 
annihilating the belief in distance, can permit 
you to hear at this moment conversations tak- 
ing place on the other side of the world. Con- 
sidered from a metaphysical standpoint, radio is 
but a makeshift. Conscious of limitations, man 
discovered the facts that made radio possible in 
its present unperfected stage. Even in the joy 
of being able to hear at a distance, man became 
conscious of a limitation: he could not see. He 
promptly set to work to overcome this limita- 
tion, and television resulted. Man is at his best 
when he permits no limitations and is con- 
scious that there are none of them in his life. 
Man’s keynote is freedom, absolute freedom 
from restrictions, limitations, and inhibitions. 
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He will fight prohibitions placed upon him even 
though deep down in his heart he may realize 
that the thing prohibited is denied him for his 
highest good. 

The only way to get rid of the limitations 
that you place upon yourself is to rise in your 
consciousness about them. Your only way out 
is through the higher mental and spiritual 
realms. Mental freedom must precede physical 
freedom. The thought that binds must drop 
from your consciousness before freedom in the 
body or in the environment can result. 

Through thought you can bind yourself to 
limitations and live in a world hedged in by self- 
imposed restrictions, or else you can free your- 
self and live in a world in which limitations are 
unknown. The world takes on the aspect of 
hell to the extent that we look upon it as a place 
of bondage. We are then prompted to visualize 
heaven as a place of perfect freedom and, con- 
sequently, a place where there are no limita- 
tions placed upon us. 

Your life is incomplete and hampered to the 
extent that you believe in limitations. Dissolve 
all limitations back into a mental state, then 
free yourself from the thought that binds. Be- 
come conscious that in absolute Truth man has 
no limitations, and then know that you are this 
free, unlimited man of God. Know the truth of 
your freedom and it will appear. Become un-
